Annual  Reports  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and 
Public  Health  Inspector  for  the  Year  1958 


Mr*  Chairman  and  Councillors, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1958. 


The  Registrar  G-eneral' s  estimate  of  the  mid-year  Home  Population  was  4*540  -- 
an  increase  of  10  over  that  of  the  previous  year. 

Live  Births  and  Rate 


The  number  of  live  births  was  71  (46  M,  25  F)  -  an  increase  of  one  over  the 
previous  year  and  the  crude  birth  rate  was  accordingly  15.60;  after  adjustment  by 
the  Registrar  G-eneral*  s  Comparability  Factor  which  is  computed  from  a  population 
standardised  for  age  and  sex  distribution,  the  rate  becomes  17.94  and  was  higher 
than  that  of  16.4  for  England  and  Wales. 


Stillbirths  and  Rate 

There  was  one  stillbirth  and  the  rate  was  accordingly  13.89,  which  compares 
favourably  with  that  of  21.6  for  England  and  Wales. 


Assiduous  ante-natal  supervision  and  obstetric  skill  are  essential  to  prevent 
avoidable  stillbirths. 

Infant  Deaths  and  Mortality  Rate 

There  was  one  infant  death  due  to  Broncho-pneumonia  (three  weeks) ,  and  the 
infantile  mortality  rate  was  accordingly  14.08  and  was  lower  than  that  of  22*5 
for  England  and  Wales. 

Maternal  Deaths  and  Mortality  Rate 

This  rate  was  nil,  as  there  were  no  deaths  due  to  pregnancy,  childbirth  or 
abortion  which  is  an  index  of  the  high  standard  of  modern  Midwifery  Practice. 

Total  Deaths  and  Adjusted  Rate 

The  total  number  of  deaths  from  all  cuases  was  62  (31  M,  31  F)  and  the  crude 
deathrate  was  accordingly  13*63;  after  adjustment  by  the  Registrar  G-eneral*  s 
Comparability  Factor,  as  for  births,  the  rate  becomes  12.4  and  was  slightly  higho* 
than  that  of  11. 7  for  England  and  Wales. 

As  would  be  expected,  the  chief  cause  of  deaths  was  Heart  and  Circulatory 
Diseases  and  Vascular  Diseases  of  the  Nervous  System,  which  are  the  natural 
pen-ultimate  causes  of  death  amongst  the  aged.  There  were  38  of  those  deaths- 

Of  these,  Disease  of  the  Coronary  Artery  of  the  Heart  caused  10  deaths,  the 
ages  at  death  having  ranged  from  52,  53*  56  to  79  years.  The  primary  cause  of 
this  disease  is  still  obscure;  but  it  is  thought  that  prolonged  mental  stress  and. 
or  excessive  fat  intake  and/or  excessive  smoking  may  be  contributory  causes. 
Atheroma  of  the  Coronary  Artery  also  seems  to  be  causing  an  increasing  number  of 
deaths. 

As  in  previous  years.  Cancer  was  the  second  highest  cause  of  deaths,  i.e. 

12. 

Of  these.  Cancer  of  the  Lung  or  Bronchus  caused  one  death  -  a  male,  aged 
70  years.  It  is  probable  that  excessive  smoking  over  a  period  of  many  years 
is  a  contributory,  if  not  a  primary  cause. 
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Cancer  of  the  Breast  caused  two  deaths.  Although  the  breast  is  one  of  the 
most  superficial  parts  of  the  body  from  the  aspects  of  diagnosis  and  treatment, 
deaths  from  Cancer  are  relatively  numerous. 

In  all  forms  of  Cancer,  early  diagnosis  is  the  hey  to  the  success  of 
treatment  but  procrastination  by  patients  concomitant  with  the  insidious  nature 
of  the  disease,  is  the  most  common  factor  involved  in  late  diagnosis. 

The  other  causes  of  death  were  miscellaneous  and  there  was  no  exceptional 
mortality. 

Infectious  Diseases 


There  was  no  death  from  the  Infectious  Diseases,  which  as  recently  as  25  years 
ago  would  have  been  regarded  as  having  been  exceptional. 

•• 

Apart  from  a  small  outbreak  of  Scarlet  Fever,  the  District  was  relatively 
free  from  Infectious  Disease. 


Scarlet  Fever 


There  was  a  small  outbreak  of  Scarlet  Fever,  32  cases  having  been  notified. 
The  infection  was  centred  in  a  Primary  School,  and  to  ascertain  the  carriers  all 
the  children  and  the  staff  were  ’ swabbed' .  A  number  of  nasal  and  throat  carriers 
was  discovered,  who  were  excluded  from  school  and  given  treatment  by  their  family 
Doctors,  after  which  the  outbreak  terminated. 

The  disease  is  mild  in  its  present  phase,  and  the  majority  are  treated  at 

home. 


There  is  evidence,  however,  that  the  types  of  Haemolytic  Streptococci,  which 
cause  sore  throat,  wit,  or  without  exudate  but  without  the  appearance  of  a  rash, 
are  becoming  more  prevalent  and  that  Acute  Nephritis  with  albuminuria  may  be 
an  occasional  complication. 


Only  six  cases  of  this  infection  were  notified. 


It  is  too  early  to  assess  the  effect  of  the  modern  vaccines  which  are  now 
available  at  the  Child  Welfare  Centres  or  through  the  family  Doctors  for 
protection,  but  on  the  basis  of  a  preliminary  assessment  there  is  some  evidence 
that  a  barrier  is  already  being  formed  against  the  disease. 


Measles 

There  were  only  two  cases  of  this  infection  notified. 

' 

Outbreaks  of  this  disease  usually  occur  every  second  year  or  as  soon  as 
there  is  a  sufficient  number  of  susceptible  children.  It  is  most  infectious  for 
several  days  preceding  the  appearance  of  the  typical  rash  by  which  the  parents 
identify  the  disease  and  in  consequence  it  spreads  rapidly  throughout  classrooms. 

The  chief  complication  of  both  Measles  and  Whooping  Cough  is  Broncho-pneumonia, 
which  is  particularly  dangerous  to  infants,  but  does  not  occur  frequently. 

Acute  Primary  Pneumonia 

Ten  cases  of  this  illness  were  notified.  Including  the  Secondary 
Pneumonias,  there  were  three  deaths.  The  majority  of  these  deaths  occur 
amongst  the  aged  who  do  not  respond  actively  to  treatment  and  in  whom  Hypostatic 
Pneumonia  is  usually  concomitant. 

Acute  Poliomyelitis 

No  cases  of  this  serious  disease  occurred  in  the  District  during  the  year. 

■ 

Five  hundic  d  and  fifty-one  children  resident  in  the  District  were  given 
their  second  inoculation,  and  25  their  third  by  the  end  of  the  year. 
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The  mass  vaccination  scheme  is  not  yet  completed  but  it  would  appear  on  the 
basis  of  a  preliminary  assessment  that  a  barrier  against  outbreaks  of  the 
infection  is  already  being  established. 

Tuberculosis 

One  new  case  of  Respiratory  Tuberculosis  but  no  case  of  N on-Respiratory 
or  Bovine  Tuberculosis  was  notified. 

There  were  no  deaths  which  is  a  reflection  of  the  success  of  modern  treatment. 

The  District  has  been  specified  by  the  Ministry  to  the  effect  that  only 
designated  milks  may  be  sold,  which  is  a  great  step  forward  towards  the  eradication 
of  Bovine  Tuberculosis  in  man. 

The  number  of  new  cases  is  being  reduced  year  by  year  and  in  their 
ascertainment,  the  Mass  Radiography  Service  is  playing  a  valuable  part.  The 
Unit  visited  New  Romney  Borough  on  the  29th  April,  1958,  and  out  of  744  adults, 
and  304  schoolchildren  and  15  staff  X-rayed,  no  new  cases  were,  however,  discovered 
from  which  it  may  be  concluded  that  there  is  no  reservoir  of  infection  in  the  District. 
Also  B.C.G-.  vaccination  is  being  offered  to  children  before  they  leave  school,  as 
adolescence  is  a  very  vulnerable  age- group. 

It  is  hoped  that  all-  the  measures  being  taken  against  the  disease,  including 
those  of  a  social  nature  such  as  the  relief  of  overcrowding  and  the  elevation 
of  the  standard  of  nutrition,  will  witness  the  elimination  of  the  disease  in  the 
fore-seeable  future. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  thank  you  for  your  interest  and  assistance  in  the 
work  of  the  Public  Health  Services  and  also  the  staff  for  their  co-operation  and 
efficiency.

Water  Supply 


and  District 


The  district  is  supplied  By  the  Folkestone/ Water  Company  and  the  Mid-Kent 
Water  Company.  One  main  extension  was  carried  out  during  the  year  in 
conjunction  with  Elham  Rural  District  Council  and  supplies  seven  houses. 
Approximately  96/  of  the  houses  in  the  area  have  a  piped  supply. 


Three  samples  of  water  were  obtained  and  these  were  satisfactory. 


Considerable  difficulties  have  been  experienced  with  the  existing ^old 
public  Sewer  in  Dymchurch  High  Street.  This  sewer  is  grossly  overloaded 
and  several  serious  blockages  occurred,  these  were  partially  cleared  only 
as  this  sewer  is  open  jointed  laid  through  running  sand.  Extensive  flooding 
of  this  sewer  has  been  instituted  and  provided  the  outfall  through  an 
uncovered  culvert  across  the  foreshore,  is  kept  open  it  is  hoped  to  keep 
this  sewer  running  fairly  satisfactorily  until  the  new  main  drainage  as  proposed 

is  available. 


Surface  Water 

The  exceptionally  wet  summer  .and  autumn  caused  the  various  surface  water 
ditches  and  sewers  to  be  filled  to  capacity  for  days  at  a  time.  The  ground 
water  level  rose  to  an  extremely  high  level  on  accasion,  covering  cesspoo  s 
and  flooding  gardens.  During  these  periods  there  was  no  safety  margin  and 
had  there  been  any  further  rain  flooding  wruld  have  reached  danger  leve  . 

The  Council  have  made  representations  to  the  Kent  River . Board  about  this, 
flooding  and  at  the  time  of  writing  the  River  Board  Engineers  are  investigating 

the  various  possible  remedies.

During  the  year,  1440  cesspools  were  emptied,  comprising  2543  vehicle 
loads.  Two  free  emptyings  are  given  in  each  half  year,  thereafter  a  charge 
is  made  of  £1  per  emptying,  except  for  the  trade  premises  which  are  charged 
at  £1  per  load  with  no  free  emptyings.

A  weekly  collection  is  made  throughout  the  coastal  belt  and  fortnightly 
through  the  remainder  of  the  district,  except  certain  isolated  areas  which  are 
collected  at  monthly  intervals.  Trade  refuse  is  collected  at  the  rate  of 
6d.  per  bin  from  various  trade  premises.
